Sunday Morning lilaze Offei-s 
Terrific Threat to 
Watershed 

Hundreds Join in Hot Battle 
to Keep Fire Within 
Small Area 


Sierra Madre presented a fine 
demonstration on Sunday of how 
a community can jump all at once 
and jump hard to stamp out the 
desperate menace of a mountain 
tire. Just as church s:oers hml 
become well settled in their pews 
and radio listeners were prettinp' 
tuned in on the olTertory, the Sab¬ 
bath quiet was rent by the fire 
siren. In a few minutes those 
who had not rushed out of doors 
to see the cause, heard a .second 
alarm. And then the thinl alarm 
convinced everybody that some¬ 
thing serious was happening. 

One glance revealed a colutnn 
of smoke and licking flames coin¬ 
ing up out of the Little Santa 
Anita canyon which threatened 
the worst mountain fire on reconl. 
That the fire was stamped out 
after burning only 75 acres of 
brush and timber is eloiiuent tes¬ 
timony to the splendid organizji- 
tion and spirit of cooperation 
which is always available hcie for 
-such emergencies. 

George Cox was on duty at the 
city hall and received the first 
alarm from some unknown inform -1 
er. He summoned Chief ot I’o-! 
lice Keegan, who is government 
fire agent here, and then things 
began to happen. The fire alarm 
brought a horde of volunteers to 
the city hall for orders, and otheis 
went direct to the mountains to 
take a hand in the fight. Church 
goers and picnickers were soon 
working shoulder to shoulder. 
Probably never before were there 
so many white shirts along the j 
fire line as on that Sunday i 
morning. 

M. H. Davis, forest dispatcher 
at Pasadena, was notified by Chief 
Keegan and soon .sent reintorco- 
ments. Pifty men came over 
from Monrovia and twenty-five 
from Arcadia. E'orest Hangers 
V'etter from the Dig Santa .wnita, 
Burbank from the Arroyo Seco, 
A.sst. Supervisors Mueller of I’as- 
adena and Anderson of Monrovia 
were soon on the job, as well as 
Pettis from the Los Angeles office. 

E^ire fighting equipment was 
soon parcelled out and hundreds 
of people who had never before 
seen the method of combating a 
mountain fire had u demonstra¬ 
tion before their eyes. All over 
town people lined the streets, and 
watched the workers up there in 
the boiling sun. Like a horde of 
ants they went up the fire lines 
which had been cleared, or crawl-; 
ed through the brush to vantage 1 
points along the ridges. Then as 
the fire ate its way to the top of 
the ridge it was stanipel out and 
carralled within hound.s. Within a 
couple of hours the Haines were 
subsiding and the volume of smoke 
growing less and less. 

Portable pumps and sevetud 
thousand feet of hose were 
brought by the forest .service men 
and sent up the trail late in the 
afternoon. Connections were 
nvade with the main from the 
Quarter-way. Although there was 
not sufficient water for continu¬ 
ous pumping, the stream was 
played on the fire which was still 
burning within the devastated 
area and the danger of further 
spreading wa.s minimized. 

Community cooperation of the. 
fine.st sort prevailed from the 
start. The telephone exchange 
came in for warm commendation 
on the part of all officials w’ho 
had occasion to make much use of 
the lines in tlirecting the fight. 

No sooner had Chief Keegan 
put in his first calls for outside 
as.sistance than he was called by 
Mrs. Fletcher White, who asked 
him what the Woman’s Club could 
do in the emergency. Lunches 
for fire fighters being a prime 
necessity, a group of club women , 
were soon marshalled at the club 
hou.se and 300 lunches were pre¬ 
pared. The club house had been 
Tented for the evening hy the 
Hebrew Social Club. The mem¬ 
bers showed a splendid spirit in 
giving the emergency work right 
of way in the kitchen and even 
contributing some of their own 
provisions. Many women helped 
but special credit .seems due Mrs. 
White, Mrs. Hay Grant and Mrs. | 
Ralph Stewart.

Overwlielniing approval of the 
bond i.s.sue.s to he voted on next 
Tue.sday was voiced at the mass 
meeting held in the city hall 
Tuesday night. The preponderant 
sentiment was expressed both in 
the open di.scu.s.sion of the is-sues, 
and in the viva voce vote which 
was taken at the close of the 
meeting. 

Mayor Wilbur E'. Thayer pre¬ 
sided over the meeting, with Coun- 
cilnien Belolilavek, Hall and My¬ 
ers, City Attorney Baker and En¬ 
gineer O. A. Gierlich on the ro.s- 
trum. In the audience were per¬ 
haps 250 persons. Mayor Thayer 
said the meeting was called to 
provide information on the bond 
proposals and would be open to 
di.scu.s.sion by all, after the pre¬ 
liminary statements. 

E. D. Topping, former mayor, 
wa.s called upon for a preliminary 
statement. He drew on his own 
experience of several years on the 
hoani to tell of the money wasted 
in trying to keep up with repairs 
on old pipe lines. Before he re¬ 
tired from the board he had seen 
the nece.ssily for a water bond 
issue, for replacements ana ex- 
ten.sions. 

In paying for water dejiart- 
ment outlays, Mr. Topping said it 
wa.s fair to charge operating ex¬ 
penses and the like to the water 
user.s. But Capital expenditures 
like tlie things provided for in 
the honil program, should be as¬ 
sessed to all the property alike. 
Thus the owner.s of vacant lots as 
well as the people who u.se water 
to improve their property and 
boost the value of the vacant lots, 
will help pay. 

En; 4 ineer’.s Flans 

City Engineer O. A. Gierlich 
was called upon to tell what the 
Witter bond issue would provide 
for. He pre.sented a detailed 
statement, showing on what 
streets pipes would be laid, and 
the size to be useil. He also tolii 
of the necessity for larger pump¬ 
ing capacity at the city plant, 
with the pumps at a much lower 
level than at present. This is 
necessary because of increased 
consumption and the fact that the 
water liivel in the gravels of the 
Santa .-Vnita basin is being con¬ 
stantly lowered. 

Cireat economy will be etfected 
hy every hit of water that can 
be developed in the mountains fx) 
How by gravity into the city 
muin.s, said Mr. Gierlich. He then 
explained the steps contemplated 
for increasing the gravity supply 
fiom the Mann well and the ex¬ 
isting tunnels in Sierra Madre 
Canyon, and from the Quarter¬ 
way where the old intake has 
been destroyed. He also said 
the state and county health au¬ 
thorities were insistent on the in¬ 
stallation of chlorination plants 
for that portion of the supply 
which is liable to contamination. 
The iimount so treated would be 
such a small proportion of the 
total that the purifying process 
would not leave an objectionable 
taste like that in some cities. 

M a.'le in Repairs 

J. K. Cari'enter, water super¬ 
intendent. presented n number of 
striking exhibits sliowing the con¬ 
dition of many pipe lines. .A sec¬ 
tion of 16-inch main running from 
the canyon tunnels to the Grove 
Street reservoir, was so badly 
rusted that it leaks like a sieve. 
The wa.sto of water is very ex¬ 
pensive and the pipe is so bad 
repairs are prohibitive, making 
replacement a necessity. .A section 
of 4-inch pipe with .several repair 
collars was shown and the cost 
of the repairs itemized. In many 
places, he saiil. a 10-foot length 
of jiipe could ho dug up with 
enough repair fixtures to pay for 
the cost of 100 feet of now pipe. 
Since October he said the cost 
of ix'pairs alone had been $2,484. 

In Sierra Madre Canyon dis¬ 
trict, said Mr. Carpenter, the peo¬ 
ple are entirely at the mercy of 
the gravity How,. The flow at the 
present time is only 36 per cent 
of (he How at this time last year. 
If this gravity flow falls short of 
the demanvl, it will be necessary 
to construct a make.shift main to 
connect with the inadequate can¬ 
yon pipe systom. If the 16-inch 
gravity line were sound, water 
could be boosted through that, hut

“'YT'OU say you favor the water bonds, but 
are you satisfied with the city council 
who will control the spending of that mon¬ 
ey?” This question put to the writer in the 
course of a discussion is in the minds of a 
good many voters. 

“Satisfied” is a rather compjrehensive 
word. It is difficult to find any administra¬ 
tion of city, county, state, national or school 
affairs deserving the teiTn. But to deny 
complete satisfaction with the city adminis¬ 
tration is not necessarily followed with op¬ 
position to the bond program. 

Let’s go back a little. The necessity for 
large expenditures on the water system has 
been evident for one, perhaps two years, to 
everyone who took the trouble to investigate 
the facts. During 1927 the engineer’s re¬ 
port which is the basis of the present pro¬ 
gram was presented. There were those w'ho 
said then: “Not now—we must wait till we 
have a new administration.” 

Since then a city election has been held. 
One councilman held over, two were re¬ 
elected and two new councilmen were cho¬ 
sen. The present council represents the wdll 
of a majority at a well-patronized munici¬ 
pal election. 

The old council passed the water situa¬ 
tion and its attendant problems along to the 
new council. Now wouldn’t it be a bit in¬ 
consistent for the voters of Sierra Madre to 
refuse to trust this newly constituted coun-

GET THE WATER NOW 

I MMEDIATE water development is vital 
to Sierra Madre. This is not because of 
an existing shortage. Sierra Madre can 
get along for awhile with the present water 
supply from mountains and wells. The 
vital factor is to establish rights to water 
supplies for future needs. 

All over Southern Califoi-nia municipali¬ 
ties are doing this. Water i4 the first 
necessity ^f any city. Those cities which 
do not have a sufficient supply onginating 
within their own limits are reaching out¬ 
side for more. Alhambra, for instance, is 
prospecting for an additional supply in the 
vicinity of the San Gabriel River. Arcadia 
' already has done likewise. Pasadena has for 
years lieen directing efforts towai’d securing 
some of the sui’plus from San Gabriel Can¬ 
yon. Many cities are joining in the project 
of an aqueduct from the Colorado River. , 
Two things must be done in any water 
program. First, locate the supply, then 
establish a right to use it. 

Sierra Madre is an overlying owmer of 
waters in the Santa Anita basin. As such 
it can establish prior rights over any users 
not located over that basin. The water 
of this basin may be claimed also by a con¬ 
siderable territory lying outside the limits 
of Sierra Madre. As between these various 
overlying communities, the best right is 
established by the one which develops and 
uses the water first. 

Sien-a Madi'e cannot afford to wait for a 
water famine. Neither can we afford to 
delay while other interests acquire prior 
rights to water that is rightfully ours. Vote 
for the water bonds nex Tuesday.

Contemplation of the results of 
a serious mountain fire within the 
city limits, w'ith an accompanying 
stiff wind, should bring to every 
voter the realization of the seri¬ 
ous necessity of voting “Y'es ’ on 
the water bond is-iue on July 24. 
With a fire raging in the foot¬ 
hills to the north, and a wind 
blowing sparks down into the 
city, there would be only one 
thing that could save the entire 
city from the flames, and that 
one thing would be adequate 
water protection. 

If there ever was a time when 
personal grievances should be for¬ 
gotten in Sierra Madre it is now— 
and eveiw man and woman who 
has a v(^ shoulii feel it a sacred 
duty to go to the polls and vote 
favorably on the water bonds. 


There is only one argument 
that can be brought against the 
swimming pool issues, and that is 
that they will cost money. Their 
desirability is admitted on every 
hand. The fact that similar pro¬ 
jects in other cities have not only- 
paid their way but returned a 
profit to the city, should remove 
that consideration, leaving the way 
clear for a successful vote on the 
pools. Personally, the writer 
believes the ceuncil should have 
submitted one pool issue, which 
would have probably insured suc¬ 
cess. The council probably has its 
own reasons for submitting a 
pair of propositions. The Grand 
View pool should receive, we be¬ 
lieve, first consideration, as the 
beginning of an adequate play¬ 
ground and recreational park for 
the citizens of this community. 
Properly developed, the ground 
owned by the city on Grand View 
can be made to contain every rec¬ 
reational facility needed by this 
city. And the cost can be pro- 
I cured through operation of the 
' pool. 

Partly because of being the 
I site of the “Canyon Pool,” partly 
becau.se of the beauty it will lend 
to that part of the city and part¬ 
ly because it, too, will pay its 
own way, the canyon people feel 
that their bond issue also should 
receive favijrable consideration. 
•According to the figures presented 
by the authorities the pool issues 
will cost the taxpayers seven and 
two cents per humlred dollars’ 
valuation. Ninety cents a thou¬ 
sand; nine dollars per ten thou¬ 
sand of assessed valuation. Cer¬ 
tainly a modest sum in compari¬ 
son to the joy the completed pro¬ 
jects will bring to the chihlren 
anti grown-ups of the city.

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Interesting News Notes from 

Sierra Madre Canyon 


The committee on roatls from 
the Canyon Improvement AM.socia- 
tioH payed a visit to Mr. Matioon, 
author of the iMattoon Act, in Lo.s 
Angeles on Tliursday. They re¬ 
turned home with the feeling- that 
they had advanced the paviiifr of 
the Canyon roads to a consider¬ 
able extent, having learned of two 
or three way.s under which the 
project can be carried throuj^h.

■Act or some other act. 

The publicity committee for the 
canyon swimming pool has made 
arrangements with the Wistaria 
Theater to run a series of slides 
su^Kesting to patrons that they 
turn out and vote on July 24th 
for the $7,500 bond i.ssue on the 
canyon swimming pool eiiuipment. 

On Monday night at their reg¬ 
ular meeting of the Chamber (if 
Commerce endor.sed the $7,000 
bond issue for a swimming pool. 
A committee from the canyon was 
present.

One of the best .statements on 
the bond issues made before the 
mass meeting Tuesday night was 
that presented by J. P. Nash, 
speaking for the Canyon Improve¬ 
ment Association. It wa.s so good 
it is presented here for the .-lake 
of the community spirit repre¬ 
sented : 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

! 1 repre.sent the Canyon Improve¬ 

ment Association of Sierra Madre, 
a district in which there are 475 
, lots and that means 475 lot own¬ 
ers and tax-payers. I merely 
mention this to show you that in 
I this small area, there are so many 
I people who pay taxes. 

I In our litle community where 
I neighbors are close together, these 
(|ue.stions of civic affairs, elections 
and bonds are talked over, when 
brought before us, and they are 
also discussed in the association, 
pro and con. An effort is made 
to arrive at some conclusion that 
will suit all concerned. So this 
association desires to state that it 
j endorses all of the bonds, and 
trusts they will all carry—for 
many reasons, of which the fol¬ 
lowing are a few: 

As we understand it, the City 
of Sierra .Madre has the water 
rights to a large area in the 
mountains and it is just a (jues- 
tion of developing this, which is 
an engineering feat and is tech- 
I ideal, and the engineers can bring 
a abundance of water to us, and 
the water department store .same 
for our use in homes and for irri¬ 
gation, with a reserve to meet 
emergencies, providing we, the cit¬ 
izens, give them the money to do 
it. There are two ways of raising 
this money. One is by a bond elec¬ 
tion spread over a number of 
years, during which time the fu- 
ture residents and citizens will 
: pay for this. The other way is 
' to raise the water rates and pay 
it in increased rates from month 
to month. The latter way is much 
slower, and water department re¬ 
ceives only a small amount at a 
time. In the bond election, the 
city will receive the money all at 
once, the city will do the work 
and have it completed, and in 


that way we will be assured of a' 
better water system at once. In 
either case, we must pay for it, as 
we must have water. \ 

Regarding the other two bond 
issues, we feel that they should 
be voted upon favorably. This 
beautiful little city, at the foot of 
the Mother Mountain, with its 
wonderful views around us, is a 
charming place to live, in winter 
and summer. But like other cities! 
we unfortunately have not as 
many places for recreation for' 
the children and the younger peo¬ 
ple. We all know that youth of 
today demands amusement. If it, 
is not here, they will be taken 
ehsewhere for it. That is more 
expensive, takes up time, and 
and really spends the money out 
of town. This 6 or eight cents, 
on $100 assessed valuation, called 
for by this bond election, is really 
only advancing the money, la in¬ 
stall these recreational centers. 
We are informed that swimming 
pools are more than .self-su.stain-, 
ing and pay a profit, and the mon-! 
ey thus acfpjired should be used 
to pay back the city for the mon-1 
ey it borrows. 

So, ladies and gentlemen, the 
Canyon Improvement Association' 
reiiue.sts the citizen.s of Sierra 
.Madre to go to the polls on next 
Tuesday with the thought in their 
mind that by voting "yes” on 
these bonds they are helping 
them.selves, their neighbors, they 
will make the children happy, and 
the visitors to our fair city will, 
have more recreation, anq the| 
business of Sierra Madre will be 
better, and when the business men. 


are prosperous the town is more 
prosperous. In this way, real 
estate will sell more easily, and 
you who have homes here now, 
which are not for sale, but who 
in the course of a year, or two, 
may thru unforseen circumstances, 
be compelled to more, will find 
that in a live market for real 
estate, you will readily dispose of 
your property at a profit. So for 
the future all sunshine and ro.ses, 
and the hope that we can attract 
more people to this city, with 
adequate water, and sufficient 
amusements for younger people, so 
with a light heart let us vote yes 
on all the propositions, feeling 
sure that w’e have done our bit 
for the best interests of this, our 
beloved city of Sierra Madre. The 
tragedies of today are the come¬ 
dies of tomorrow. We thank you.

Most mal-nourished children' 
use the little food they do eat as 
fuel for their incessant activity. 
Little is then left for growth and 
catching up in weight. When 
food runs low, the body uses the 
.stored up food in the muscles and 
fat to supply energy. Children 
actually do “run off” their flesh. 
Mal-nourished overactive children, 
never can Rain normally as lonjr | 
as they keep in arrears in their 
food storatfe. Every child must 
eat enough to cover his activity 
needs, his growth needs and, if 
underweight, additional food to. 
catch up to weight. I 

The mal-nourished child, how¬ 
ever, cannot fee<l fast enough to 
gro'K normally unless he has rest. 
Day-time rest as well as night¬ 
time rest is es.sential. A tired 
botly does not crave food, neither 
does it efficiently use fooil. The 
child’s activity must be lessened 
so that his body can use for 
growth a large pait of the food 
eaten. Nature simply mudilles 
through in growing a body when 
insufficient food and insufficient 
rest are had. One year of good 
feeding and good rest during the 
growing age is worth a score or 
more of such years after middle 
life.

Whatever 
brings and holds jieople here will 
help business and will enhance 
and maintain local property val¬ 
ues. The voting of the.se bond 
issues July 24th will be the means 
of much needed civic improve¬ 
ments and an assurance of profit¬ 
able returns. 

Progress without bond issues 
for public improvements is im¬ 
possible. Neither this city nor 
any other can continue to grow 
and prosper without occasionally 
voting bonds for necessary public 
improvements such as streets,

Pessi¬ 
mism looks only at the outgo 
wilfully ignoring the income, im¬ 
agines the worst will happen, de¬ 
lights in gloomy jjredictions, re¬ 
fuses to conceile hope of any kind 


and would be mi.serable in heaven. 

Enthusiasm for progress and 
for these bond propositions will 
not count for much unless it is 
expre.ssed in a practical way, so 
let us all work together, go to 
the polls, and vote “Yes,” remem¬ 
bering that we are all in the 
great race for the betterment of 
our city ami community.

(Continued from Pape One) 
the old sieve makes that out of 
the question. 

In response to questions from' 
W. B. Clarke and D. F. Morton, i 
Engineer Gierlich e.xplained the| 
status of the Santa .Anita basin | 
from which Sierra Madre’s wells' 
draw their supply. This basin is; 
bounded on the south by a rock 
dike a short distance south of the; 
Santa Fe tracks. It is replenished ! 
only by water from the Sierra j 
.Madre mountains, chiefly the Big i 
Santa .Anita and the Little Santa | 
Anita. This can be done etfec-1 
tively by the u.se of spreading I 
grounds in the arroyos wherv the i 
winter storm waters are allowed 
to sink into the gravel by means 
of grading out settling basins. 
This is one of the things pro¬ 
vided for in the bond issue. 
Sierra Madre is cooperating with 
Arcadia and the Oakwood Estates I 
in an elTort to secure maximum 
results. The waters of the Santa I 
Anita basin must be shared with | 
other over-lying owners, including; 
the city of -Arcadia and the Bald -1 
win ranch. 

When Mayor Thayer opened the 
di.scussion to the public, with a 
.')-minute limitation on each speech, 
Mrs. M. I.iehnog was the first to! 
take the floor. She said she did 
not claim to know much about 
engineering details but thought 
l?l.'!0,000 a steep sum .so soon after 
after the $,s0,000 botid issue. Shu 
believed the city in much greater 
need of better school buildings and 
a high school as a means of pro¬ 
moting growth and prosperity. ' 

J. P. Nash spoke for the Cal -I 
yon Improvement Association and j 
his full statement appears el.se-1 
where in this paper. 

W. R. Humphries said every 
person who has invested money 
in a new home or other improve¬ 
ments in Sierra .Madre had bond¬ 
ed him.self for a better town, and 
should vote for the water bonds 
to be consistent. Water being a 
fundamental need for every town, 
we must provide for it in advance 
of growth or the growth will not 
come. 

W. A. Evans .said he believed 
$130,000 far in excess of actual 
requirements. He said he spent 
several hours in the upper por¬ 
tion of the Little Santa Anita 
and could see no prospect of in¬ 
creasing the supply there to an 
extent justifying the expense pro- _ 


I posed. He was also oppo.se<l to 
I use of the Mann well in the can¬ 
yon because of the number of 
cess pools in the neighborhood. 
He oppo.sed chlorinating the water 
supply because of the offensive 
taste resulting. He believed $71,- 
000 far more than actually need¬ 
ed on the pipe lines of the city. 
He did not believe the supply of 
gravity water can be increased 
: materially, claiming the state rec- 
! ords show that increa.ses .secured 
by driving tunnels are only tem¬ 
porary. 

-Mr. Emery .said he had come to 
the meeting to learn, although he 
had expected to vote against the 
water bonds because he had been ' 
led to believe no carful study had , 
been made in working out the 
program. But after listening to, 
the highly detailed statement, in- i 
dicating extensive re.search and 
practical study by the city en¬ 
gineer and water superintendent,' 
he was satisfied. He believed the 
sensible thing to do was to take ■ 
their advice and vote for the 
bonds. 

Dean Wm. Carson Shaw imule; 
one of the best speeches of his 
career, saying at the outset he. 
did not know anything about the , 
water system except that he ex-, 


pected the water to flow when he 
turned a faucet. He said in mat¬ 
ters of health he consulted a phy¬ 
sician, in matters of law he con¬ 
sulted an attorney, and when it 
came to the city water supply he 
would leave it to the city engin¬ 
eer, water superintendent and the 
councilmen. We elected them to 
office by large majorities, he de¬ 
clared, and if we can’t trust them 
to solve the.se problems let’s turn 
them out. ' 

Ralph Richardson said the city 
must cither go forward or go 
backward. He had invested every¬ 
thing he had in Sierra Madre land 
and believed it was time to go 
ahead by voting for the bonds. i 

William Mulhollaml was brought 
to Sierra Madre to investigate the 
water supply, said Earl Topping 
in reply to some of the .statements 
about gravity supplies. .And after 
going over the whole sy.stem and ' 
up into the mountains Mr. Mul-! 
liolland said, “Gentlemen, develop 
your mountain water supply first.” 
To which Mr. Topping added,: 
"Don’t let anyone tell you the, 
water isn’t up there in the moun- 
tains, for I know it is, and we 
can get it and save a lot of 
money.” 

City .Attorney Baker was the 
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last speaker. He reviewed the ” 
i history of a number of communi- 
! ties where the solving of their 
! water problem had proven to be 
the key to unlock an era of greati 
development. This is just as' 

' nece.s.sary in Sierra Madre as in 
any other community. As to use 
of the bond funds, Mr. Baker said 
the council would not sell the 
: bonds all at once and have a lot. 
of money to pay interest on 
I whether it was needed or not. 

, Some of the things proposed 
would require more detailed in-1 
: vestigation for completion of: 
plans. Some of the things can be | 
i done at once and .some would be' 
nece.ssarily deferred. Hence the 
council would sell the bonds piece-' 
meal, to provide the money oidy 
a.s needed. j
